His charaéter has bten attacked with a 
virulence, till now unknown: His rela- 
tions, bis friends, the place of his nativi- 
ty, have been reviled, and every poffible 
method taken to dilcredit him with the 
ublic, and to ruin him with the king, 
bis mafter.

he refigned, leaving the new miniftry, 
fupported by a great majority in both 
houfes, and not obftru&ed by thofe preju- 
dices which had been fo induftrioufly 
raifed up againft him. 

It is reported, that his lordthip was de- 
termined to the immediate execution of 
his purpofe by the declining ftate of his 
health, greatly impaired by the anxiety 
and fatigue of bufinels. ‘This opinion, 
ot his having earlv taken a refolution to 
retire, is confirmed by the mildne(fs of 
his adminiftration, and his total negle& 
of the libels againft him. He has accord- 
ingly retired, withour place or penfion, 
dijdaining to touch thole tempting fpoils 
which lay at his feet. 

Viewed in this light, the condué& of 
the la:e minifter fhines with a fplendor 
of generofity and difintereftednefs that 
mutt ftrike every unprejudiced mind, and 
even foften the rage of prejudice irfelf.

The fchedule (A) has 16 columns, and 
the fchedule (B) r3, and it is enaéted, 
that the parifh officers thall caufe to be 
entered in the faid book, all the infants 
under the age of four years, which, on 
the faid 1ft of July, thall be under the 
care of the parith officers, with the 
times, when they were received, their 
nameés, &c. and that all children under 
fhe age of four years, who fhall be 
brought to be under the care of the pa- 
rith officers, fhall be entered in the 
fame manner; the firft regifter book, 
to begin the faid firft of July, and end 
the 3rft of December, and after that 
day every annual regifter to begin the 
rft of January, and end the 31ft of De- 
cember. That a copy of this regifter 
fhall be every month laid before the 
veftry or parochial meeting, and the on- 
ginal, at the end of the year, figned by 
the parith officers, &c. That a fair copy fo 
figned fhall every year, before the 15th of

As by thefe printed books and the 
general abftra€&t, every man that pleafes 
may know what parifh feems to take 

Aa beft 
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beft care of their parifh children, this of 
‘tielf aldne will be fome check (upon 
every parith; but what will add greatly 
to the force of this check, is the appre- 
henfion, that the parliament may be in- 
duced to inquire into the condutt of any 
parith, if it fhould, in any one year or 
courfe of years, appear, that there had. 
been a greater mortality than ufual 
among the poor children of any parifh; 
and as in the bills of mortality there. is 
a diftin€tion made between children that 
die under two years of age, and thofe 
that die under five, I with the aé& had 
extended to parith children under the age 
of five years, for no child under that age 
can be deemed capable of taking any 
care of itfelf, and a child of five,. or 
above four years of age, deferves furely 
as much to be taken ¢are of as a child 
under that age. It muft, likewife. be 
fuppofed that a trade{man will be more 
ready to take a child of five years old for 
an apprentice than a child of four, or at 
feaft that he will agree to have the child 
bound’ for a fhorter time; and_as the 
parith officers have it in their power to 
bind a male child until he is twenty-four 
years of age, and’.a female till, the is 
twenty-one, I muft think that all parith 
officers ought to endeavour to flipulaie 
a fhorter term ; for in a country of free- 
dom, the term is too long for either man 
or woman to he bound to a mafter, with- 
out their own free confent, obtained after 
they are come to years of difcretion, 
which I reckon a woman is at eighteen, 
in every cafe where love has no concern, 
and in fuch cafes experience gives us 
reafon to doubt the dilcretion either of 
moan Or woman, even at eighty. 

But if it fhould be refolved to continue 
the aét, reftrained as it ftands at prefent 
to parifh infants not exceeding four 
years of age, it would certainly be pro- 
per for the company of parith clerks to 
alter their method of giving the bills of 
mortality, by giving. the number of 
children that have died abeve two and 
not exceeding four years of age, in- 
ftead of the number of children that have 
died between two and five, as they do 
at prefent; and if they are any way re- 
ftrained from altering their method, the 
ought to be impowered to do fo, becau 
we could then with fome certainty form 
a judgment of the care taxen of parith 
children, by comparing the number. of 
thofe children that die under the care of 
their refpetive parifhes with the number 
of ‘thofe that die nnder the care of their 
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refpe& ) Api 
ive parents or relations, Po, a: 
purpofe, indeed, it would be oF thi 
to oblige Jews, Diffenters, dc, tong 
ter the deaths of their children with the

law feems now to have become , 
for as new. feéts of religion are every 
day ftarting up amongit us, perhaps 
fome. of them may adopt the Chine’ 
maxim, that when a man has got as ms. 
ny children as he thinks he can d 
maintain, he may throw all the ret ‘ing 
the Thames, as foon as brought forth, 
elpecially as the Chinefe tafte in arc. 
tecture, &c. feems of late to prenil 
much in this country ; and as this Ch. 
nefe maxim is countenanced by the law 
of the old Romans, which gave the father 
a power of life and death over his chik 
dren,,it may probably be adopted: by 
thofe wife politicians amongft-us, whe 
think the old Roman form of govem 
ment far preferable to our own, without 
confidering that virtue and public {pint 
feem now to be at as low an ebb in this 
country, as it was among the Romy, 
when their republican form of goven-

ifon every day. It is indeed true, that they 
the ill effects of copper are prevented 
by its being tinned ; but the tin that adheres 
to the copper is fo extremely thin, that it is 
fon penetrated by the verdegris, which is 
produced by the water that infinuates itfelf 
though its pores; a faét which cannot be 
doubted, becacfe the tin at length becomes 
geen. Befides, fuch is the manner and fi- 
gite in which cifterns are generally con- 
fruéted, that the tinning may fail in many 
pacts without being perceived, fo that the 
topper, being expofed to the immediate_ac- 
hoa of the water, muft produce dreadful ef- 
fey. It muft, ifdeed, be confeffied, that 
the water which is drawn from thefe cifterns 
is not often impregnated with fuch quantities 
of the verdegris as to kill fuddenly, but it 
contains enowgh to bring on decay, and to 
ecafion many chronical difeafes, efpecially 
the flow fever, the cure of which is more 
difficult in proportion as the caufe is lefs

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Dangerous Effetts of Copper Veffels. 
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For thefe reafons M. Amy has propofed the 
ufe of lead or tin inftead of copper cifterns 3 
for though lead when it is diffolved by acids 
becomes ftrong poifon, yet water produces no 
more effects upon it than upon tin, and M, 
Amy has contrived a varnith which preferyes 
it from air: But his principal improvement 
is that of filtering the water through a fpunge 
more or lefs comprefled inftead of fand ‘or a’ 
ftone, by which the water is not only render- 
ed more clear but more wholefome ; for fand 
is infenfibly- diffolved by the water fo that in 
four or five years it will have loft a fifth part 
of its weight. : | 

Thefe cifterns, confidered oly as inftru- 
ments of filtratien, are made fo {mall as to 
be portable even in the pocket, by which pit 
or well water (and in many places no other 
can be procured) may be freed from flime, 
the fpawn of vermin, and other foulnefies 
which it always contraéts. To M,Amy’s trea- 
tife upon cifterns, 1s added a thefis which was 
maintained by M. Thierry, dotor of phyfic, 
in which the ufe of copper veffels in the dref- 
fing of victuals is proved to be a dangerous 
and pernicious praétice. Copper, fays M, 
Thierry,when it is handled yields an offenfive 
fmell, and if touched with the tongue, yields 
a fharp pungent tafte, and even excites to vo- 
mit ;‘ thofe who manufacture it are often 
feized with fluxes, which are frequently at~- 
tended with the moft violent fymptoms. ~~ 

Verdegris (a very {mall quantity of which 
will produce colics, intolerable thirft, and 
univerfal convulfions) is no more than a fo- 
lution of copper by vegetable acids; but évery 
known menttruum, mineral-acids, fixed and 
volatile alkalis, every fpecies of oil, water, 
and even the humidity of air, will penetrate 
and diffolve copper. , 
. And if the prodigious divifibility of, this 
metal be confidered, there can be no room 
to doubt its being a moft powerful and fub+ 
tile poifon, To the effedts of this poifon we 
are greatly expofed by the prefent ufe of cop- 
per utenfils for the dreffing our food. 

The very air of the kitchen abounding 
with oleaginous and faline particles, pene- 
trates and difpofes them to diffolution before 
they are ufed; the different fubftances alfo 
which are ufed in feafonings are all fuch 
as are adapted to produce verdegris; and 
the power of thefe fubftances is increaf- 
ed greatly by the heat of the place, and 
the action of the fire. M. Thierry, after ex- 
amining the qualities of feveral other metals 
in order to determine which may be introdu- 
ced into the kitchen, inftead of copper, gives 
the preference to iron. 

Lead is eafily diffolved by acids, alkalis, and 
oils, and its diffolution is poifon. Tin a 
pears'to be noxious by the difeafes of thofe 
who work on it; and it has been proved by 
the chymifts to contain arfenic.

tion : And tho’ we do not after all {wallow

The rejoicings and illuminations at 
Berlin continued for three days after his arri- 
val; and on the’ 4th inftant he, at eight 
o'clock at night, went through mot of thé 
ftfeets in an open chariot, accompanied by 
prince Ferdinand of Brunfwick, to view the 
ieminations, and could not help admiring 
many of the devices invented to celebrate his 
virtues and his viétorier, on which occafion, 
as wel asupon his arrival, he was every where 
faluted with loud and general acclamations of, 
*¢ Léng live our king and father !'’ To which 
his majéfty moft aftectionately vouchfafed to 
anfwer, ‘“* Long live my dear fubjeéts, m 
beloved children !’” And indeed he dejferv 
this reception, if what we are-told from Ber- 
lin be true, that notwithftanding the heavy 
war he has been engaged in, and the glori- 
ous end he has put to it, ‘he has not loaded 
his fubjeGts with any new tax, nor contraét- 
ed" any new debt. Befides, in the hore in- 
terval fince’the return of peace, and be'ore his 
return'to his gapital, he had publifhed a ge- 
neralamnefty in favour not only of defcrters, 
but of thofe young fellows who had left their 
native country for fear of being 9 pro- 
vided they return in three months; and alfo 
a general pardon to all his fubjeéts,» who had 
been either difgraced or exiled, except. only 
the baron Warckotfch, who had formed a plot 
to deliver him up to the queen of Hungary:
